The 
danger does not lie at the bottom of the tun-

Something Must Be Done. 

Eyer since Commissioner of Public Works 
Aldrich assumed charge of his department he 
has been intending to make this improve- 
ment, but has been delayed from time to time 
by more pressing improvements.

“The ‘Washington street tunnel, which was 
only recently taken possession of by the West 
Chicago Street railroad company, leaks 
badly. The company practically rebuilt the 
Washington street tunnel last year, it was 
supposed, but to the casual observer it is in 
the worse condition of the two. 

Soon after the cable was started in the 
Washington street tunnel the retaining walls 
of the approaches were dressed. This nat-

It is practically settled that nothing can be 


done toward roofing a portion of these ap- 


proaches ‘until the walls are repaired. It now 
seems that the only remedy is to build new 
walls. City ‘Engineer Clarke would not say 
yesterday, whether it was possible to meet the 
situation by any other course. 

This may mean that the use of the tunnels 
will have to be discontinued while the work is 
going on, as it is not apparent how a stone 
wall can be rebuilt while the car lines are be- 
ing operated. 

The ordinances giving the street car com- 
panies the richt to the tunnels do not seem to 
have provided any regular system of inspec- 
tion. The Commissioner of Public Works has 
general supervision, but no provision is made 
for a regular inspection by experts competent 
to judge of whether the weather and general 
wear and tear were affecting the structures, It 
is naturally to the interest of the corporations 
to see that the tunnels are in proper repair. 

Parsons Calis It “ Bosh.” 

J. B. Parsons, the Vice-President ef the 
West Chicago Street railway company, said 
last night that so far as be knew his company 
had received no communication as yet from 
the city announcing that the retaining walls 
of the Washington street tunnel were ina 
dangerous condition. 

The company makes examinations once a 
month, and the last report from the engineers 
announced everything pertaining to the tun- 
nelto be in good condition, he said. Of 
course he should have an examination made 
at once, and if the walls or any other portion 
of the tunnel are out of order the company 
will make repairs at once. 

But,“ continued Mr. Parsons. those walls 
are in no danger of failing. They are plumb 
andin good condition, and it is all bosh to 
talk of them being in an unsafe condition.”’ 

John M. Roach, Superinterdent of the 
North Chicago Street railway company, was 
seen last evening and asked if the street car 
company was aware of the dangerous condi- 
tion of the walls of the approaches. 

We have taken out a permit to repair the 
west wall of the north approach,“ be replied. 
“A week or two ago when the building 
burned at the corner of Michigan street and 
La Salle. avenue a wall of the building fell 
over on the west wall of the approach and in- 
jured it to some extent, we do not know how 
much, 

May Tear Down the Whole Wall. 

We are going to tear down the entire wall 
if necessary, but I don’t think we will have to 
take out more than 100 feet. The tops of both 
walls have hung over in places for years; in 
fact, ever since the street-car company has 
used the tunnel. An engineer —I think it was 
Mr. Artingstall—made an examination at that 
time and pronounced the walls all right. They 
are built in the form of a right angle triangle, 
and are about ten feet wide at the base and 
two at the top. 

„We have had engineers examine the walls 
of the north approach since the building fell, 
and in order to be on the safe side we are 
going to have the west one repaired. This, 
however, is not because we think the wall 
datſgerous, but because it projects so far that 
there is danger of people riding on the cars 
getting injured. If there is anything the mat- 
ter with the south walls we will get them fixed, 
but I did not know but that they were all 
right.“ 


HIS LEGS BOUND BY A BLACK SNAKE 


A Connecticut Man's Thrilling Experience 
with a Gigantic Reptile, 

Dansvury, Conn., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]|—Jerry 
Canfield of Hamburg is suffering with two 
badly fractured legs, the result of a thrilling 
experience with a monster snake. Canfield 
was sawing logs at a mill in Indian Woods 
Thursday afternoon, when he was startled by 
a rabbit that darted from the bushes and 
sprang over the log between him and the saw. 
Behind the rabbit glided a large blacksnake 
of the white-throated species. As the snake 
crawled over the log the carriage bore it to 
the saw, which cut off a piece of the tail. 
Angered by the pain the snake darted 
m the direction of Canfield and in 
an instant was ‘coiled tightly about 
his legs. Canfield attempted to spring back- 
ward, but the serpent had bound his legs to- 
gether and he fell between the braces and 
stringers into the carriage pit below. Some- 
how the unfortunate man’s legs were drawn 
under the carriage and the trundles or 
iron wheels that support it passed over his 
legs, breaking them like pipestems and at the 
same time killmg the snake. It was one of 
the largest snakes of the kind ever seen in 
Connecticut, measuring eleven feet three 
inches in length. Canfield was removed to 
the Hartford Hospital, but it is not certain 
that he will recover. 


FACTS ABOUT INDIANA’S NATURAL GAS. 


At the Present Rate of Consumption the 
Supply Will Soon Be Exhausted. 

Inprawapours, Ind., Aug. 24.—| Special.! — 
Further disclosures are made today as to the 
diminution of the supply of natural gas in the 
Indiana field. Of the wells that had a press- 
ure of 320 pounds when opened two and three 
years ago, some of which were better than any 
since discovered, twenty-six have been entire- 
ly abandoned. The present supply for the 
City of Indianapolis is obtained from an al- 
most completely new set of wells, and it is 
necessary to continually open new ones, Ex- 
perience has proved, according to the pub- 
lished figures, that the average life of a well 
where drawn upon constantly is about three 
years, and of some the time is shorter. 

In the beginning the supply was obtained 
at a point in the field twenty miles distant 
from Indianapolis. Now it is necessary to 
bring the gas a distance of nearly forty miles, 
and the wells are now within a few miles of 
the heart of the field. 

The purpose in disclosing these facts is to | 
enforce economy in the use of the fuel and to 
secure the inauguration of the meter system 
instead of permitting consumers to burn all 
the gas they want for a fixed yearly charge. 
There is great waste in the manufactories. It 
is said that the glass factories at Kokomo and 
Elwood use more than will be piped to Chi-

PUT HIS MONEY IN WHEAT AND LOST. 


Financial Troubles the Cause of Osborne’s 
Suicide at Minneapolis. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]—The 
excitement over the suicide of George J. Os- 
borne, Superintendent of the St. Paul rail- 
way elevators, has not subsided. It was 
learned today he told his sister when he left 
the house the morning of the day when he 
killed himself: 

„If wheat goes down today I will be rich 
when I come home tonight.” 

Wheat went up 10 cents and his disappoint- 
ment was too strong for him. Referring to 
the possible shortage here, H. J. Heyden, 
traveling Auditor of the road, said: 

„Elevator B, with the connecting elevators, 
of which Osborne had charge, hus a capacity 
of 1,750,000 bushels. An inventory of the 
wheat shows that there is but about 100,000 
bushels in the elevators. Some months ago 
Osborne handled as high as $300,000 for the 
company.

FROST DID LIT HARM. 


P MOsT SEVERELY.

Conflicting Reports as to the Extent of the 

Damage Obtainable, but the Loss Is 

Likely to Cover a Small Section Only— 
Iowa, Michigan, and Minnesota Crops 
Uninjured—Enormous Wheat Receipts 
at Kansas City—Agitation Against the 
Dakota Inspection Law. 

Dorurn, Minn,, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—It is 
pretty hard to say what is the real situation in 
the Dakota wheat fields from the reports that 
come from there. Some of them indicate 
large damage, but they are probably greatly 
exaggerated. Supt. E. Cardin of the North- 
ern Pacific. Elevator company telegraphed 
that the damage would equal that of 1888, 
when the crop was half destroyed above the 
line of the Northern Pacific. Well-informed 
persons here say that south of the 
Northern Pacific main line fully seven- 
eighths of the crop had been «harvested 
by Saturday. For fifty miles back of the 
railway over half had been cut and north of 
that a quarter. The frost was quite general 
over the territory, but much of the standing 
wheat was ripe or beyond the period when 
frost would damage it, and the smudge fires 
protected vast fields of green wheat. After 
the first scare is over it will probably be found 
that the damage is not great enough to se- 
riously hurt the size or grade of the berry save 
in the fields that were backward. .Corn and 
small crops have been greatly damage 1. 

Miusyzaporis, Minn., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Reports to the Minneapolis elevator compa- 
nies today are to the effect that last nicht's 
frost dispatches were exaggerated, They hold 
that scarcely any damage has been done con- 
sidering the whole field, and say that it cannot 
be told absolutely whether there is damage 
under a few days. The wheat that is ripe cer- 
tainly is not injured—only the green wheat, 
where the berry is not fully matured, is hurt. 


IOWA CROPS ARE UNINJURED. 


Light Frosts General Throughout the State, 
but Ne Damage Is Done, 

Orrumwa, Ia., Aug. 24:—[Special. I— There 
were frosts throughout the country in the 
neighborhood of this city last night, but they 
were not heavy enough to do great damage. 
The corn needs about two weeks more of 
good weather to make it safe. 

Wartertoo, Ia., Aug. 24.—Last night was 
the coldest night ever known in this section 
for the season. Tlie thermometer registered 
53° at 5:30 this morning. A white frost was 
generally prevalent throughout this section. 
The frost was not severe enough to do seri- 
ous damage, 

MansnALLrowx, Ia., Aug. 24.—There was a 
white frost in this region both Sunday morn- 
ing and this morning, especially in the low 
lands, but corn is not injured, and the tender- 
est vegetation is only slightly nipped. The 
temperature reached 38° last night. The 
danger from frost is believed to be over now, 
as the weather is growing warmer. 

Boong, Ia., Aug. 24.—Slight frosts were re- 
ported from different parts of this county 
this morning, but no particular damage has 
been done. 

Des Momzs, Ia., Aug. 24.—Reports from 
all parts of the State show that light frosts 
oceurred last night, but vegetation has not 
been hurt. Corn is all right. 

Hastines, Neb., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]—There 
was a slight frost in this section of Nebraska 
Saturday and Sunday nights. No injury was 
done to crops. Ten days of the present 
weather will place corn beyond reach of the 
frost. 

East Tawas, Mich., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
There was a heavy white frost this morning, 
the first of the season. Asa heavy rain is fall) 
ing the damage will be lessened. 

Mitwauxzg, Wis., Aug. 24.—The frost sis 
night did great damage to the tobacco and 
cranberry crops. Necedah reports that half 
the cranberry crop in that district is destroy- 
ed, involving a great loss, 


WHEAT MOVEMENT AT KANSAS CITY. 


Yesterday’s Receipts Break the Record—A 
Ratiroad Blockade Threatened. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Aug. 24.—| Special, ]— 
The movement of the crops has begun in ear- 
nest, the receipts for today here having ex- 
ceeded 650 cars of wheat. A blockade is 
threatened, as there are now in the yards here 
2,600 cars of wheat waiting to be moved. The 
Union Pacific is the only line that seems to 
have fully prepared itself to avoid such a pos- 
sibility. Hundreds of cars are coming from 
the west daily, from the shops and from for- 
eign lines to move the immense output of 
grain. The receipts of 667 cars of wheat here 
today breaks the record for this market by 
more than 100 cars. The estimated receipts 
for the week are 500 cars a day. 


ENDANGERS THE WHEAT MOVEMENT. 


North Dakota Farmers Condemn the New 
Inspection Law. 

Vater Crry, N. D., Aug. 24.—[ Special. 
Farmers are loudly denouncing the action of 
the State Railway Commispioners in placing 
an embargo on wheat shipinents by requiring 
inspection at the Minnesota line. Many fear 
that the fanatical course of the Commission- 
ers will result in closing the elevators and 
cause a shortage of cars, if not a complete 
blockade. As the inspectors’ grading will cut 
no figure where the wheat is sold, the whole 
thing is regarded as a humiliating piece of 
folly for the State, if nothing worse. Farm- 
ers, in consigning wheat by the carload to Du- 
luth or Minneapolis, have with the bill of 
lading drawn from 75 to 80 percent of its 
value, but with unknown delays and interrup- 
tions in shipments it is said that buyers will 
no longer make advance payments. 

St. Pal., Minn., Aug. 24,—[Special. ]—It is 
announced that the proprietors of the Miune- 
sota elevators have held a meeting and re- 
solved to run as private warehouses this sea- 
son. Learging of this probability, the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission has reduced 
the price of inspection from 25 to 20 cents per 
car, but this does not seem to have had the 
desired effect. Elevator-men give as a reason 
for their action that public elevators are 
obliged to submit to distasteful orders from 
the Railroad Commission, the chief of which 
is the prohibition of the mixing and cleaning 
of grain. 

The Railroad Commissioners of North Da- 
kota are troubled over the gtate of things up 
there, and all in Minnesota are taking advice. 
The constitutionality of the law which de- 
clared that all North Dakota elevators were to 
be regarded as public elevators has been called 
in question, and as Chairman Walsh said to- 
day that there was no change in the situation 
the inference is that the Attorney-General has 
not yet submitted his decision on the disputed 
point. Mr. Walsh’s talk indicated that if the 
successful handling of the enormous crop de- 
pended upon the leniency of the North Da- 
kota Commissioners the railroads would not 
suffer thereby. If the trains do not stop for 
inspection I do not see how we can stop them, 
said he,

Robert Musgrave Loses His Life in a Sin- 
gular Manner at Terre Haute. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug, 24.—[Special.]— 
Robert Musgrave, a fugitive from justice here, 
is supposed to have been burned to death in a 
cabin on the river bank last night. In 1889 
he forged deeds and mortgages to a great ex- 
tent. For a year he has been employed by 
Dietz & Co., real-estate agents in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Chicago. Musgrave 
came here Friday and was aided in find- 
ing seculsion by friends. This morning the 
cabin was found asmoldering ruin and in it the 
bones of a human bemg. Musgrave’s Knight 
of Pythias pin and bunch of keys. were with 
them. It is known that a woman was at the 
cabin, but she has disappeared. Mus- 
grave had had real estate dealings 
with Robert H. Catlin, who was 
arrested near Chicago Saturday afternoon. 
The Coroner heard witnesses in the case to- 
night, but no clew was obtained as to whether 
Musgrave’s bones were these found in the 
ruins. There is a prevailing belief that the 
whole affair was to make it appear that Mus- 
grave had been burned to death. In 1889 he 
forged mortgages and forged the Recorder’s 
indorsement on genuine mortgages so that 
duplicates could be used as genuine. He left 
here for Kansas City. Mo., where he was in 
the wholesale crockery business. The next 
heard of him were vague reports that he was 
in Chicago. The State Prosecutor is making 
a thorough investigation of the case. 

[Joseph L. Dietz & Co., for whom Musgrave 
worked, had offices at No. 209 Tacoma Building, 
but they have recently moved to No. 615 Chamber 
of Commerce Building, where they are quartered 
with several other firms. In the directory Joseph 
Dietz and Charles H. Howard are given as the 
members of the firm. Mr. Dieta's residence is not 
given and the address of Mr. Howard is put 
dowa as No. 337 Ohio street. At the 
address given nothing is known as to the present 
whereabouts of that gentleman. He had a room 
there until six weeks ago, when he left, saying he 
had been asked bya friend to live in his house 
during the latter's absence from the city. Howard 
asked that his room be retained for him, but 
nothing has been heard from him since, although 
two notes have been sent to his office address.]

It is this zug - handle kind of reciprocity for 
which the anti-American Free Press is yearning. 
It wants the United States to throw away sixty 
millions of revenue which were derived from 
sugar and molasses without securmg in re- 
turn any equivalent in the form of trade ad- 
vantages from the countries producing that 
sugar. Evidently it does not believe in the 
doctrine of even exchanges when the United 
States would be the gainer. It does not want 
this government to secure larger markets for 
surplus American products. It does not look 
on that as one of the functions of govern- 
ment. It prefers that trade balances should 
be paid in gold rather than products. It is 
desirous to pull down all the bars on this side 
of the ocean and at the same time to give full 
freedom to nations on the other side to keep 
up theirs against the United States. Intelli- 
gent and patriotic paper! Worthy organ of 
the Democratic statesinan of Michigan! 

So the opening of American ports to the 
products of other nations without an equiva- 


ent would be “unshackling American com- 


merce”? Yes, with a vengeance! Let in the 
cheap-labor goods of Europe to undersell the 
dear-labor products of American mills, while 
European nations will continue to probit the 
importation of our foodstuffs, unless famine 
drives them to relax their prohibitions. And 
the Free Press calls daily on the workingmen 
of Detroit and other Michigan cities to vote 
for its crazy policy, and it insults the farmers 
of Michigan by asking them to indorse the 
exclusion of their products from the markets 
of Europe in order to unshackle our com- 
merce.

CAN A STATE DEMONETIZE SILVER? 

There was read last Saturday before the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, in session at Washington, a paper by 
Mr. Edward Atkinson on the effects of the 
free coinage of silver. He stated them as they 
have been set forth often in Tun Tripuns, 
and closed with the following suggestion : 

A partial remedy lies within the power of each 
State. The Constitution provides that no State 
shall make anything but gold or silver coin a 
legal tender for the payment of debts. It follows 
that the States have reserved to themselves the 
power of deciding what shall be a legal tender in 


will, therefore, rest with each State to decide this 
matter with respect to its own citizens. Each 
State may enjoy the benefit of a just and single 
standard on the gold basis. As a matter of 
course capital will flow from the discredited 
States to the States that retain a safe and staple 
standard gold basis. This might be called 4 
threat. But if it was a threat for a State to 
protect its own citizens it was a wholesome threat. 

How far is it in the power of a State to say 
that something which Congress has made a 
legal tender shall not be one so far as its citi- 
zens are concerned? Can Massachusetts say 
today that the silver coin of the United States 
shall not be a legal tender within the limits of 
the State? The constitutional clause referred 
to was drafted noforiously for the purpose of 
preventing the emission of legal-tender paper 
by the States, It is a restrictive clause and 
has not been interpreted hitherto as giving a 
State the power to say that silver or that gold 
should not be a legal tender. 

And ik a single State has the power to say 
that silver shall not be a legal tender between 
its citizens would it be able to mafutain the 
gold standard if the country generally was on 
a stumptail silver basis? Would it be able to 
retain the gold to do it with? During the re- 
bellion California remained on a gold basis. 
But that State wasavery large producer of 
that metal, and it was isolated from the rest 
of the country. If California, gold mines and 
all, had been plumped down between Illinois 
and Ohio would it have been able to keep 
greenbacks out? : 

It is safer not to trust to what individual 
States may do or attempt to do. The best 
way of dealing with free coinage is for Con- 
gress to deciare that it will not enter on such 
a destructive policy, the first effect of which 
would be to free debtors from the necessity of 
paying more than three-fourths of what they 
owe. Such a blow as that dealt at the pros- 
perity of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, ete., might leave them in no condition 
to attempt the experiment of maintaining a 
gold standard. 


THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

A new broom sweeps clean may be true 
in the conduct of a scientific department as 
in the household, and it now looks as if the 
Weather Bureau is entitled to claim a great 
improvement over the results obtained previ- 
ous to the recent change in direction. The 
storm of Sunday was accurately predicted, 
while several bad ones that had occurred 
earlier in the season came without warning. 
Some of the worst storms ever experienced in 
the United States were unnoticed in ‘advance, 
and not a few predictions of storms proved to 
be needless to the vessel interest, as the result 
was the reverse of dangerous, and the Captain 
who delayed sailing on account of the 
warning “got mad” when he discovered 
that the blow was a good breeze that would 
have helped him along had he taken 
advantage of it. There had not been during 
several years any material gain in the ac- 
curacy of the forecasts. About the same per- 
cent of verification was reported for each suc- 
cessive annual period, and that theoretical per 
centage was much higher than thes truth, be- 
cause the failure to predict one big storm 
ought to have been counted as outweighing a 
number of the little coincidences where slight 
changes came along according to the official 
program. There is reason to believe that the 
work of forecasting under the old régime was 
not done uniformly by the best men in the 


service, and the complaints of unsatisfactory 


results were voiced most loudly by the class of 
men best qualified to judge of the difficulties 
attending the performance of the duty. 

The unscientific reader will naturally think 
it is of far leas importance to predict slight 
changes of temperature and occasional 
showers than to be able to give warning of the 
great bhzzard in Dakota, the heavy snow 
storm at Pittsburg, or the tornadoes which 
have devastated large areas in the West, all 
without a single word of premonition. And 
so it is,even in a purely scientific sense, to 
say nothing of the practical phase of the mat- 
ter. And with such a broad range of observa- 
tion as the department now has, the stations 
dotting the whole of the United States, except

A great deal has been said and written m 
the last few years about a supposed inevitable 
substitution of somet else for steam pow- 
er. Electricity is freely described as the com- 
ing force destined to supplant steam, the pre- 


dictors talking as if ignorant of the fact that 


electricity itself must be accumulated by the 


aid of steam except in those favored places 


where water power is available for the pur- 
pose. One of the latest substitutes proposed 
is ammonia, and enthusiastic statements that 
it is already a success are freely published. 
But these are doubted by some practical men. 
Ammonia has been for some time used on a 
line of French coasting vessels, and their re- 
ports show that when everything is taken into 
the account the running expenses are about as 
great as when they used m. | And there is 
a painful uncertainty in regard to the supply 
of the material which does not exist in the 
case of water.: Also the wear and tear on en- 
gines and boilers are fully as great, if not 
greater, as ammonia exerts a corrosive action 
on iron and steel, which may prove to be a 
great argument against its emplayment, espe- 
cially at sea. | 

Hence the experience of those who have 
tried ammonia is by no means conclusive in 
its favor as a substitute for steam under ordi- 
nary methods of using the latter. But very 
recently it is announced that an important 
gain in the use of steam power ip effected by 
mixing the steam with hot air in certain pro- 
portions in or near the cylinder. If there be 
no mistake about this steam is thus placed far 
ahead of ammonia and all other material thus 
far proposed as rivals, and we may safely fall 
back on the proposition that for years to 
come, if not for all time, steam and water 
power will be the great force factors. For 
many uses these may be converted into elec- 
trical energy, but that will simply amount to 
a change into a form more directly available 
for transmission over long distances. The 
advisability of effecting such conversion, in- 
stead of using the steam or waterfall directly, 
willdepend upon the answer to the question 


whether or not the percentage ot loss in mak- 


ing the change will be compensated by the 
difference in cost of transmission along a wire 
or by means of belts and shafts. | That is, the 
longer the distance to which 1t is desired to 
convey the power the greater will be the in- 
ducement to do so by first effecting the change 
of form, and electricity will especially come 
into play where it is desired todistribute force 
to many users from one central station. 

There is, however, one important fact in 
connection with electrical. force that will 
make it a highly desirable form ‘otherwise 
than for direct use. It is the cheapness with 
which it can be transmitted in time as well as 
space. The ability to store it in moderately 
large quantity, e that at small cost it can be 
made available whenever desired, as water can 
be drawn frum a reservoir, must commend it to 
extensive use in the future. And especially is 
this likely to be the case where the fall of 
water can be employed for the purpose of ac., 
cumulating electrical energy without the ne- 
cessity of converting it into steam by means 
ot a consumption of fuel. The force in a steady 
flow of water during the whole of thetwenty-four 
hours, and without even holiday intermissions, 
can all be stored up in suitable apparatus to 
be drawn upon during a small part of the 
time with a loss of only a small | per cent of 
the total. And it is not improbable that ere 
long this idea will be extensively utilized to 
collect force from the rise and fall of the water 
of lakes and oceans, and even from the ebb 
and flow of the wind as well as from the more 
persistent aircurrents moving in one direction. 
The windmill has been discarded as a direct 
motor, where steadiness of movement is re- 
quired, as for the driving of machinery. But 
there is no reason why it should not come 
into extensive play in the future for the fur- 
nishing of power to be stored in eléctrical ac- 
cumulators which shall be tapped as wanted. 
Indeed, it is not impossible that lang before 
the close of the coming century the winds will 
be made to supply a large bart of the motor 
force, and the solar ‘rays a big percentage of 
the heat needed by man to aid hi in his 
struggle for a comfortable existence. This 
may be forced upon us by the increasing diffi- 
culty of obtaining coal and other fuel, but it 
may also be reached by the grasp of inventive 
genius many years before the necessity arises 
for dispensimg with the general use of con- 
creted carbon for the production of artificial 
beat.

THE ALMY TRAGEDY. 

The staid old State of New Hampshire has 
added a chapter to the records of crime in this 
country which hardly can be surpassed for 
the grim background of the murder itself and 
the extraordinary details which have followed 
its commission, The crime of which Frank 
C, Almy is guilty was marked by the most re- 
volting cruelty and barbarity as well as by 
rank cowardice, Six weeks ago the wretch, 
angered because his sweetheart, Christie 
Warden, rejected his advances, sprang from 
his place of concealment on a lonely road, 
dragged her away from her mother gnd sister 
into the woods, and not only shot | her down 
in cold biood, but even. mutil her after 
death. He escaped, boasting to her terrified 
companions that now he had had revenge. 
The horror of the crime aroused the entire 
county, Large rewards, aggregating $4,000, 
were offered, and hundreus of peo as well 
as police and detectives from various cities 
hunted for him not only all over the New 
Hampshire hills but throughout New En- 


gland. Other parts of the country were 


ransacked, but to no purpose, and at last the 
theory was accepted that he had gone to 
Europe, and all hope of his capture was lost. 

It now appears, however, that he never loft 
the farm of the Warden family. With that fas- 
cination which sometimes seizes upon crim- 
inals to remain upon the scene of their crimes 
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had been so reluctant to perform his duty 
promptly and energetically saved him from 
lynching by appealing to the crowd to let the 
law take its course. They decided to doso 
and the brutal wretch was removed to jail. If 
the courts are as fearless and the law is as 
perfect as the Sheriff boasted it will not be 
long before Almy will expiate his horrible 
crime on the gallows. 

It 1s not so certain, however, that this wretch 
will meet with the fate he deserves. Already 
there is a certain halo of romance gathering 
about him. His visits to his victim's grave, 
his preservation of letters and souvenirs she 
had given him, his declaration that he loved 
her all the time, and that he shot her by acci- 
dent and then shot her over and over again 
because he could not bear to see her suffer, 
have had a certain effect upon the maudlin 
and morbid classes of society who are ready 
to declare that he was insane with love. Peo- 
ple of this kind are making a lion of him and 
there is danger that they may bring safficiently 
strong pressure to bear to save him from 
hanging. With all its conservatism and love 
for justice, sentimentality is a strong ele- 
ment in the New England composition, as nas 
been shown even in the Jesse Pomeroy case and 
in many another equally brutal and revolting. 
The prosecuting officials, therefore, will 
have a hard task before them, though 
every circumstance of the murder can 
be easily established. Should any contin- 
gency, however, save this monster from the 
gallows it will be a public calamity. The 
practice of girl-killmg has become alarmingly 
common, and it is time that the courts shoulda 
adopt heroic measures to suppress it. There 
is no better case to begin with than that of 
Almy. If all reports are true this is not the 
first. girl he has killed. There is no romance 
about his crime, There was no love in his 
feelings towards Christie Warden. His act 
was dictated by revenge, either because 
Christie Warden had wounded his pride by 
her rejection of his suit or because of lower 
and more revolting wotives. In either case 
he richly deserves death and has barred him- 
self from the sympathy of any right-minded 
person. Crimes like his are becoming alarm- 
ingly frequent, and it is time that the law 
should step in and protect helpless women 
from being slaughtered merely because they 
exercise the right of rejecting the advances of 
men who may have ‘conceived a sudden and 
revolting passion for them.

The North American Review for September 
contains a symposium of expressions of opin- 
ion about the drink habit, y are con- 
tributed by Drs. William A. Hammond, T. D. 
Crothers, Elon N. Carpenter, and Cyrus 
Edson, and present a valuable array of 
facts and deductions, the latter obtained by 
comparison of numérous cases in the hospitals 
and reformatories. .On one point all are 
agreed, that enforced abstinence from the use 
of alcohol, as by confinement in jail, is seldom 
effectual in curing the drink habit. More 
than one of the gentlemen report having

That there is any antidotal power in the 
chloride of gold, or any other drug, is the purest 
kind of fiction. I haveused the chloride of gold 
hypodermically in my practice for many years, 
and I have never witnessed a single case in which 
it abolished the taste for aleoholic liquor. Neither 
do I believe that there w any such a case in ex- 
istence. | 

Probably when Dr. Hammond wrote these 
sweeping statements he was not aware that a 
vast number of cures ‘have actually been per- 
formed at Dwight, in this State. Fully four 
hundred persons now in Chicago have been 
treated there for drunkenness, every one of 
them cured for the time being, and oniy two 
of them relapsed so fer as heard from. One 
of these was a youth about 18 years old, who 
had not experienced the physical prostration 
that comes from a long course of drinking to 
excess, and resumed what he thought to be a 
harmiess indulgence, doing so without any 
special craving forthe stimulant. So we may 
say that only one person in about four hun- 
dred old enough to be men in the eye of 
the law has fallen from grace.” Further- 
more, the great majority of the six to 
seven thousand persons who have been treat- 
ed by Dr. Keeley have gone to Dwight on the 


recommendation of patients who had been 


there, got cured, and staid so long enough to 
be anxious for the reform of others as well as 
themselves. Dr. Keeley claims that 95 per 
cent of his patients are permanently cured, 
and this is a vastly larger proportion than can 
be truly claimed for those treated by Dr. 


Hammond for any or all diseases which he 


has essayed to treat. Also his belief that 
there is no case in existence in which the use 
of the chloride of gold has abolished the taste 
for alcoholic liquor is directly opposed to the 
statements of about all those who have grad- 
uated from under Dr. Keeley’s care. With 
such an overwhelming mass of testimony 
against him his belief in the matter is not 
worth a rush, and woulll be so valued by any 
intelligent jury in the country. N

to the thousand and one claims that within his 
knowledge are made for the value of this or 
that mode of treatment.

TIRED OF BAD COPY. 


Editor George W. Childs Reads His Staff 
and Others a Lecture. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Because you write a 
bad hand do not therefore mistake yourself for 
a genius, and do not fancy that bad penman- 
hip is a sure sign of genius.“ This was writ- 
ten once by a seasoned editor to a slapdash 
correspondent, whose easy writmg made very 
bad reading to editors, printers, and proof- 
readers, and who undertook to justify his 
scrawis by quoting in evidence the very bad 
hand that Horace Greeley wrote, True itis 
that .Greeley’s penmanship was atrociously 
bad—so was Reverdy Johnson’s. But the 
world tolerated the almost illegible chirography 


| of these eminent worthies, Editor Greeley and 


Lawyer and Statesman Johnson, because 
they were unable to do that kind of work any 
better—not because of gentus—and we have 
the evidence of Mark Twain in his “‘ Innocents 
Abroad that Christopher Columbus could 
not pen as good-looking a letter as any ordi- 
nary scholar in an American prim school. 
Their penmanship, however, was bad, not be- 
cause they were * t because they 
couldn’t help it. Bad handwriting is not an 
unérring sign of ingenuity of any kind, and, 
contrarywise, the fact of being a genius does 
not necessarily ihvolve handwriting so hard 
that it pearly sets editor and printer crazy to 
decipher it,so hard that it would provoke 
these pataent and long-suife pubhe serv- 
ants into the use of language would be 
much more than polished if they ever 
gave way to such profane infirmities. 
No person but one who 


woman who is able to better, the sending 
of it is in the nature of an affront to the re- 
cipient, except in thé instance where the 
scrawl is caused by lack of time. It is, first 
of all, an intimation thatthe writer has no 
consideration for either the loss of time to 
which he puts the receiver of the scrawling 
and scrambling letter, or te his or ber dis- 
comfort. It is a general intimation that 
this writing, pay as it is, “Is good 
enough for you.“ In the next — the 
sending of such a: letter puts difficulty in 
the way of the writer’s own purpose, whatever 
it may be. If the letter goes to a busy person, 
almost continuously oceupied with urgent 
affairs, it is almost certain to encounter delay. 
It is at ance’ laid aside to wait a more con- 
venient opportunity for plodding through its 
hard hieroglyphs, or it is put away in a 
pigeon-hole or a drawer for the leisure hour 
that may be a week or a month in coming. 
Once off the track such a letter is not only 
delayed, but the object of the writer may be to- 
tally a The purpose of a letter, or of 
any written communication, is. to convey in- 
formation, to make something known, or to 
explain 80 i to the recipient of the 
written paper, and therefore the writer should 
endeavor to write in a way that will plainly 
effectuate that purpose, and especially not in 
away that may hinder or possibly defeat 
it. hen you next sit down to write remem- 
ber this. mee 

Habitually bad penmanship is rarely wel- 
comed in a newspaper o and nineteen 
times out of twenty is most unwelcome. We 
are speaking now of that description of bad 
penmanship that is difficult to read because of 
carelessness in the goribbling writer or be- 
cause of too much “flourish’’ by the orna- 
mental commercial college graduate. The 
plain hand of the ordinary unprofessional pen- 
man is always preferable and rarely fails to 
get prompt consideration.

Jambor was a machinist employed in Milwau- 
kee. He was also engaged in the manhfact- 
ure of trunks with a man named Palica at 
Racine. From the testimony given at 
the time it appeared that Jambor worked in 
the shops in Milwaukee on the night of the 
15th until 6 p. m., then went home, got his 
supper, and at 8 o’clock took the St. Paul 
train for Racine. When there he first went to 
Palica & Co.’s office and from thence walked 
towards the Northwestern depot, and when he 
| reached a place opposite Mayor Secor’s resi- 
deuce an explosion occurred in which Jambor 
was seriously wounded. He claimed that he 
had been shot, but subsequent testimony 
showed that a bomb which had been found in 
Secor’s gateway was placed there by Jambor 
himself. It was claimed that Jambor, by 
mistake, brought about the explosion and in- 
. jured himself instead of his intended victim.

Omaha People Taught Another One of 
Gould's Tricks-Union Depot Can't Be 
Completed Until More Money Can Be 
Raised — Little Improvement in East- 
Bound Freight Shipments—Transconti- 
mental Roads on Trial for Violation of 
the Law—The “ Three % Comes to Time, | 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Jay 
Gould will be called on to take a hand in the 
Union Depot matter, which has become mud- 
died sadly during the months since work was 
stopped on the structure which was com- 
menced with such a flourish of trumpets last 
fall. There was a conference this mornmg in 
the private office’ of P. L. Kimball, Third 
Vice-President of the Union Pacific and Pres- 
ident of thé Omaha Union Depot company. 
The parties to the conference were Mr. Kim- 
ball and Messrs. Lowrey, Bechel, Elsasser, 
and Cooper of a Council committee appointed 
last week for the purpose of finding out what 
could be done towards getting work started 
on the new Union Depot, 

Some surprises were in store for the com- 
mittee. The first came when Mr. Kimball 
informed the gentlemen that the Union Depot 
company had no funds with which to com- 
plete the work even if there were no other ob- 
stacles in the way. This was explained by 
the statement that the bonds of the 
Union Depot company, issued last fall, 
had been diverted to mect the running 
expenses of the Union Pacific and Bur- 
lington roads and were gone beyond recall, 
The only thing to do was for the two com- 
panies to go to work and put up the amount 
used. This would require time and migh 
not be accomplished at all. Mr. Kimba 
spoke for himself and for Mr. Holdrege of the 
Burlington, He said they were both anxious 
to have the depot eompleted and would do 
everything in their power to have the work 
done. One of the conditions—the prime one 
—which Mr. Kimball said would be necessary 
to meet before turther work would be done 
would be the dismissal of the injunction suits 
now pending in court x biting the delivery 
of the city viaduct bo to the depot company. 

The Councilmen used to agree to any 

such condition until work has been actually 
and earnestly commenced on the depot 
structure and assurances given that there will 
be no further delay in the completion of the 
depot. Atthe Coun meeting tomorrow 
night the committee will report progress. In 
the meantime Mr. Kimball will make an ef- 
fort to get the matter before a conference of 
rail officials. | . 
Jay Gould will start home in afew days 
from his summer retreat up in Idaho and will 
be met by Mr. Kimball, who will bring him to 
Omaha for a conference with officials as to 
the cost of the Union depot.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


Little Improvement fi the Last Week— 
Rate-Cutting Still Going On. 

Eastbound freight shipments from Chicago 
last week showed little improvement. Through 
shipments increased about 2,000 tons, but 
local shipments were a little less than for the 
week previous. Although the lake lines an- 
nounced more than a week ago an advance in 
the lake and rail rates, yet the bulk of the 
business is still going by the lake lines, which 
indicates that the advanced rates are not main- 
tained. The railroad officials. are not much 
discouraged, and cannot see how under the 
circumstances they can get much business 
until navigation closes, To add to the dis- 
comfort of the all-rail lites some of their own 
number are said to be giving rebates, draw- 
backs, and other inducements to shippers. 
There is no possitive evidence to prove 
this charge, but the fact that the 
Chicago and Erie, Nickel-Plate, and one 
or two other roads, that by virtue of 
their condition should be at the bottom 
of the list, are on top of the heap, is taken as 
an indication that they are not maintaining 
agreed rates. The Chicago and Erie, for in- 
stance, carried nearly twice as much traffic as 
any of the other roads. The Nickel-Plate car- 
ried 14.2 per cent of the through traffic, while 
the proud and powerful) Lake Shore carried 
only 12.3 per cent. If it were not for the hope 
that the heavy crops will soon move freely 
and there will then be enough business for all 
lines, a reduction in rates could not be pre- 


vented. 
The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago . to seaboard 
—— and for export by the various Central 
raffic Association during the week 
ending Saturday amounted to 20,088 tons 
against 18,160 tons for the week previous and 
29,896 tons for the corresponding week last 
year.

Session at Minneapolis—A Phenomenal 
Growth Shown By the Annual Reports 
Past Commander-in-Chief Payne Pro- 
poses to Be Set Right—How the Organ- 
ization Was Brought into Existence. 


Munyezapouts, Minn., Aug, 24.—{Special. ]— 
Sons of Veterans have been arriving here all 
day, and tonight the streets are crowded with 
b ited young men whose fathers fought 
in the Civil War. In regulation uniform and 
under full arms the local camp assembled at 
the Union Depot last night to welcome the 
Com mander-in-Chief of the order, Gen. Webb, 
and his staff. Delayed in Iowa the party did 
not arrive, and so the boys were obliged to 
march home again and forego the pleasure of 
welcoming their chief in due military form. 
This morning Gen. Webb arrived with his 
staff „with Hiawatha camp of Kansas City act- 
ing as escort. Local committeemen met the 
party at the depot and they were conveyed in 
carriages to the West Hotel, which will be the 
headquarters of the order. After a late break- 
fast Gen. Webb went into consultation with 
the various comrhittees who are to make up 
their reports to the Commander-in-Chief. 

The opening session of the tenth annual 
encampment was held at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. The address of welcome was delivered 
by Mayor Winston. The report of Command- 
er-in-Chief Webb showed the growth of the 
order to have been remarkable. It states at 
the close of the quarter ending June 30, 1890, 
there were 51,923 members in good standing. 
Since that date 26,423 members have been 
taken in the order, as follows: During the 
year ending June 30, 1891, there were organ- 
ized 552 camps, with 10,320 members, aud 
there were mustered into old camps during 
the same time 14,004 members, making 24,324 
members mustered. into the order during the 
year. Since June 30, 1891, there lies bean 
organized 86 new camps, with 2,099. This 
does not include the Divisions of Missouri and 
Rhode Island. The actual membership of the 
order is nearly or quite 150,000, many belong- 
ing who are not re resented in the above fig- 
ures, being non-afflliating members. 

Future Prospects of the Order. 

The Commander-in-Chief concludes with the 
following outline of what may be expected of 
the order in the future: 

No members are now taken in under 18 years of 
age. The laws are defective, and we are striving 
to so amend them as to meet the wants of an 
organization such as ours now is, and to provide 
the order with a ritual that will be interesting, 
and to create a military rank so that those camps 
which desire can uniform and equip themselves 
and be organized as a separate rank, yet all under 
one general law. The intention is.to create de- 
grees something like the Knights of Pythas, with 
a military degree bearing the same relation to the 
camp that the uniform rank, Knights of Pythias, 
does to a subordinate lodge, neal that the mili- 
tary organizations only shall wear the military 
uniform. The military feature will be a promi- 
nent one. 

One of the conspicuous features of the aft- 
ernoon was the announcement of the Montana 
camps that they wanted the next encampment. 
Their invitation is engrossed on a silver plate 
5x8 inches in size, adorned with gold decora- 
tions, and set with rubies and sapphires, ail 
native stones in Montana. The invitation is 
valued at $350. The silver 1s from the Gran- 
ite Mountain and the gold is hammered placer 
gold, washed from the placer diggings within 
the city limits of Helena. The invitation is. 
similar to the one sent to the National Edu- 
cational convention at Toronto, which result- 
ed in securing the convention for Helena next 
year. The invitation is signed by prominent 
Sons of Veterans, the President of the Helena 
Board of Trade, the Mayor of the city, and 
Gov. Toole.
